Fish-Hatching Operations. 


Mr. *Gustavus W. Delawder, fist 
“ommissioner for the Western Shor 
f Maryland, visited on Wednesday 
he scene of his fish-hatching opera. 
| tions at Havre de Grace. The season 
was at its height, and everything was 
found in a flourishing condition, 
About 3,000,000 young shad were on 
hand, ranging in age from one to five 
days, and about 600,000 eggs were out 
for hatching. Plenty of ripe roe shad 
are pow caught, but there is some 
difficulty in getting sufficient melt 
shad, from which milk is obtained to 
impregnate them. The male or melt 
shad is so much smaller than the roe 
shad that it goes through the meshes 
of the gill-nets. What males are 
caught are large, though the small 
males are preferred, as they ar 
thought to have greater fecundating 
powers. 

The fish are all hatched in open 
boxes in the river. The boxes are 
2 vy 1 by 14 feet, with wire bottoms, 
After the eggs are mixed with the 


placed in these boxes and hatch out 
| in about three days, the weather reg. 
ulating the time. These bote 

strung out in the riyer in rews pad 
protected by a boom made of logs, 
Last year a great many fisk were lost 
by storms, wayes runnhg breast- 
high where the boxes wre placed, 
hut this season none hay: been lost.

The ice floats on top 
and the fish go down towards the 
bottom. ‘The ice keeps the fish cool

depleted by the drains upon them. 
To do this the farmer will not need 
expensive apparatus, Any old trough 
or tight box will do. The boxes ean 
have gravel in them or a wire bot- 
tom.

If any employe is of any value what- 
ever, he ought to earn for his employer 
something above his stipend; in fact, 
the labor of employes, combined with 
the judicious use of capital, should ac- 
cumulate for the employer a compe- 
tency, if not actual wealth. The wealth 
thus gathered represents, in part, the 
excess of the value of the labor per- 
formed above the amount that has been 
paid to the laborers. Although the 
employe has no right to demand more

ary, Which he receives, the fact remains 
that the wages, or salary, may not rep- 
resent the proceeds of his work in full. 


This fact may not constitute-even a 
moral claim by the employe for afiy- 
thing beyond his regular compensation 
under any circumstances. It may be 
that the compensation was suflicient to 
have placed the employe, in his old age 
or feebleness, in a condition of compar- 
ative independence, but he may 
neglected to provide for the inevitable 
rainy day Employers have no special 
gatory duties toward employes 
Nor is it, perhaps, incum- 
bent on them to pension off old em- 
ployes, as Governments sometimes do 
public servants. The circumstances 
will alter the cases. It is not to be ex- 
that employing eslablishinents 
or individuals are to become insurers 
against the decre pitude of old age and 
its attendant incompetency. But the 
dictates of humanity and the demands 
of business policy may so far go har- 
moniously together as to prevent the 
too common spectacle of an old, faith- 
ful empl deprived not only of a 
position of profit because of inability, 
but of oecupation adapted to his failing 
powers.

The water continued to increase in 
velocity and height and on reaching 
Folek’s mills, now operated by Gas- 
kill & Everstine, it completely car- 
ried away the dam, and damaged a 
quantity of grain on the first floor of 


| the mill, Gaskill & Eyerstine esti- 
| wate their logs at $2,500. At the first

bridge on the Williams road, three 
miles from town the water rose to an 
unprecedented height. Oue of the 
abutments of the bridge was carried 
away, but the superstructure of the 
bridge remained intact. On the farm 
of Dr. N. C. Read, Willlams road, 
operated by John Knight, the corn, 
oats and grass were badly damaged 
by the continuous rain and the over- 
flowing of the creek. The farm of 
Theodore Valentine, on the Oldtown 


road, suffered in a similar manner.

Corn is a crop of which we have 
not yet nearly reached its possibili- 
ties. The average yield throughout 
the country is about thirty bushels 
per acre in a good year. When the 
season is unfavorable this yield is re- 
duced to twenty-five bushels per 
acre or less. In 1880 there were 62,- 
868,604 acres under this crop, and the 
aggregate product was 1,754,591 ,676 
bushels, or an average of a fraction 
more than twenty-eight bushels, per 
acre.

Relies of Recent Old Times, 


Charles J. Huse, of West Dresden, 
Me., while excavating for a cellar for a 


house, opened what seemed to be an old | 


cellar. In one corner and below the 
bottom of the original cellar, he found

The Postal Service. 

The newspapers and the inyentions 
for transmitting mail and intelligence 
have worked a maryelous change, 
among other things, in letter writing. 
Few men have time or inclination to 
carry on correspondence with their 
friends in distant cities, and when | 
they do write their letters treat of 
some matter which is disposed of in| 
the fewest possible words. Then it | 
was different, and the men who had 
fought together at the Brandywine, | 
who had stood shoulder to shoulder 
at Trenton and Germantown, and 
had shared each other’s rags at Val-| 
ley Forge, took pleasure in commu- 
nicating with each other as often as 
possible. Their letters contained 
many items which now are found in 
the papers under the head of general 
news. The prices of various articles 
of use, the cost of living, the last elec- 
tion, the current opinion of the day, 
were all found in letters simply be- 
cause they could be gathered from no 
other source. Practically there was 
no such thing as mail. Less than 
two hundred years ago a patent was 
issued ereating the office of postmas- 
ter for the colonies of America, but 
nothing came of it because there 
were not enough letters mailed to 
justify the establishment ofa service, 

About 1720 a line of riders extend- 
ed from Philadelphia to several points 
in Virginia, but the service was ex- 
tremely irregular because the post 
rider was neyer sent out with a mail

Giving a $50,000 Horse to a King. 

The steamship Birmania, which 
sails at noon to-day (16th ult.,) for 
Italy from the Mediterranean Docks, 
Brookly, will carry Mr. John W. 
Garrett’s gift to the King of Italy, the 
noble horse named Damascus, which 
is valued at $50,000, Quarters for the 
animal haye been fitted up on the 
forward deck of the ship just aft of 
the foreastle. 

Damascus stands about fifteen hands 
high, is of a light chestnut color, with 
a white face and two white marks 
running from the coronet midway to 
the fetlocks on the high legs. His 
coat is as fine as silk and shone like 
amirror. The horse was foaled by 
the Arabian mare Esneas in 1874, the 
sire being Hamlet. 

Mr. D. E. Curran, who has made 
sixty-six ocean voyages in charge of 
cattle for Mr. F, R. Lingham, the 
well-known shipper of Americah 
live stock to Europe, has been espe- 
cially detailed to accompany and care 
for the horse. The landing will take 
place at Genoa and thence the journey 
will be made to Rome by rail, where 
Damascus will be delivered to Mr. W. 
W. Story, the sculptor, who wil 
present him to the King of Italy on 
Mr. Garrett’s behalf. 

Mr. Story has been commissioned 
to produce a fac-simile of the horse 
in marble for the King, for which he 
is to receive $5,000. 

The King, it is said, as an acknowl- 
edgment of Mr. Garrett’s gift, will

State bonds Ihe movement in these 
bonds started some three years ago, | 
and since that time the purchases have | 
been very large, one firm alone hand- | 
ling about $30,000,000 of them. Salti- | 
more has the headquarters for | 
their purchase and Europe the destina- | 
tion of the bonds, orders coming froma 
large London firm. When the excite- 
ment first began the bonds, which 
were considered worthless, brought $1 
per 31,000. The price subsequently ad- 
vanced and has gone up as high as $15 
per $1,000, though now they are from

Taking all the States 
together the average for corn is 88 
against 85 last July, 80 in 1881 and 
100 in 1880, 

The prospect for oats is nearly as | 
good asin July, last year, the aver- | 
ages being 99 against 103. The con-| 
dition of barley is represented by 97; 
last July it was 96. There has been 
an increase of about 5 per cent in 
area planted in the Northern States. 
Potatoes are reported in high condi- 
tion, averaging 101. The area of to- 
bacco appears to haye been dimin- 
ished 7 per cent ; condition 95.

Nature’s way of bringing beauty and 
order out of chaos is to flood darkness 
with jight.

The last Legislature passed an Act 
(Chapter 424) making it ‘Unlawful 
for any person or persons within the 
State of Maryland to manufacture or 
to sell, barter or give away the cart- 


ridge toy pistol to any one whatso- |

It has been said that the pension 
laws as administered are a fit subject 
of criticism. Howeyer this may be 
itis a fact that, with all our boasted 
intelligence, there is an immense 
amount of ignorance upon the gener- 
alsubject. There certainly is no safer 
thing for a republic to do than to re- 
member its soldiers, for other times 
of peril may possibly come, when the 
strong arm of the nation must be} 
found in its citizen soldiery. Abra-| 
ham Lincoln in his wonderful inau- 
gural during the war said: ‘Let us 
bind up the nation’s wounds and 
sare for him who has borne the heat 
and burden of the battle for his wid- 
ow and his orphans.’’ This utter- | 
ance is in perfect accord with all the 
history of our national life. Prior to 
to the war of the rebellion it is diffi- 
cult from data at hand to ascertain 
how many were pensioned as invalids 
in old war seryice, June 30, 1882,

Nearly all our wheat is now sown 
following a spring crop, and a rota- 
tion of crops is generally adopted 
which destroys all annual weeks by 
thorough tillage. And thatis the way 
to destroy rag-weed—thorough culti- 
vation and a rotation of crops. Plant 
follow the next season with 
oats, turn in the stubble as soon as

Fort McHenry, where he was tried 
|} and condemned to be hanged, accord- 
ing to the usages of war. His execu- 
| tion was fixed for a certain day within 
|ashort time after the trial. Mean- 
| time, during some skirmishing in the 
vicinity of Petersburg, Captain Robb, 
of Wheeling, and an officer of Kel- 
ley’s regiment, was captured by the 
| Rebels and held as a sort of hostage 
for Captain Gordon. The Confeder- 
ate sent General Kelly word that if 
Gordon was hanged they would re- 
taliate by a similar treatment of 
| Robb. This roused the sympathies 
| of the General and he at once senta 
statement of the case to President 
Lincoln, concluding his letter with a 
request that, in order tospare the life 
of Rhaub, who was a brave and val- 
uable officer, the President would 
| commute Gordon’s sentence. Mr, 
Lincoln granted the request and Gor- 
don was sent to Fort Delaware. Of 
| course Rhaub’s life was spared and 
he was soon after returned to his reg- 
j}iment. Kelly did not hear from Gor- 
| don after his remoyal to Fort Dela- 
| ware, and was never able to learn his 
| fate, Twenty years passed.

Strange Experience with Carp. 

Several years ago Mr, Wescott 
Lovell, who resides upon a fine farm 
a few miles north of this town stock- 
ed a very promising spring pond with 
carp.

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The Two Cent Stamp. 


Postmasters throughout the coun 
try have receiyed the circular issued 
from the office f the Third Assist 
ant Postmaster General officially no- 


tifying them of the reduction in post 
age rates, which is to take effect on 
October Ist, and directing them to 
make preparations for it. 

The post masters are notified through 
this circular that it is desirable to 
have as small a stock of the present 
postage 8 cent stamps and stamped 
envelopes as possible on hand when 
the reduction of rates goes into effect, 
and they are accordingly directed to 
limit their requisitions for stamps 
and envelopes of this denomination 
to such quantities as upon eareful es: | 
timate they may deem suflicient to 
Jast until the first of October. They 
are also instructed to take all ayail- 
able means without incurring any 
expense to call public attention to 
the coming reduction, so that pur- 
ehasers may not accumulate an un- 
necessary supply of 3cent stamps 
and envelopes, 

The circular also directs that as no 
arrangements have yet been made 
for the redemption of the three cent 
stamps and enyelopes in the hands 
of postmasters, or for the exchange 
by postmasters of these stamps and 
enyelopes in the hands of private 
holders, until further notice postmas- 
ters will not make exchanges for the 
public nor return to the department 
the stock that remains on their own 
hands after October 1. The postmas- 
ters are, however, notified that as | 
the two and three-cent stamps and 
envelopes of the present issue will 
eontinue to be valid after that date 
they must be accepted in payment of 
postage when offered in proper | 
amounts, and that the three-cent 
stamps can be used in combination 
with other denominations on letters 
requiring more than one rate of pust- 
age and on parcels of third and fourth 
elass matter. 

The circular also announces that the 
department will be ready to issue the 
2 cent stamps of the new design on 
the 15th of September, but that these 
stamps and enyelopes must not be 
placed on sale or used by postmasters 
hefore October 1. Also that no 3-cent 
stamps will be issued after September 
14, unless the requisition therefore is | 
accompanied by a statement that they 
are needed for immediate use and 
that the full supply ealled for will 
become exhausted by October 1; and 
further, that no 3-cent stamped enve- | 
lopes will be issued after August 381, | 
unless the requisition for them is ac- | 
companied by a similar statement. 
The circular further instructs the 
postmasters as to the design for the 
new 2-cent and 4-cent stamps and 
stamped enyelopes, and notifies them 
that the prices of the envelopes (ex- 
clusive of postage) will remain the 
same as at present; that no change 
will be made in the ‘‘postage due’’ 
stamps ; and that the rates on drop 
letters will remain the same as at 
present,

ful. Nearly a century ago, Adam | 
Yeast, the immediate ancestor of the 
family migrated to this neighborhood 
from Frederick county over the old 
Braddock’s road, when it was yeta 
thoroughfare for the horse and pack- 
saddle. In the course of time, some 
where prior to 1800, he secured 165 
acres of the northeast angle of that 
splendid tract of land called **Mount 
Nebo,”’ near this place, which was 
surveyed in 1774 for one of the far- 
seeing old land prospectors of that 
noted year, when so many choice 
locations and suryeys were made in 
this district. But a bloody border 
war with the Indians and the near 
approach of the reyolutionary strug- 
gle put a period to all suryeys for the 
next fourteen years. Mount Nebo in 
the long meantime has been divided 
up into a number of fine farms, 
which are now occupied by some of 
our best citizens, such as Samuel 
Engle, Samuel Custer, Sol, Baker, J. 
J. Beachy, and the old Yeast home- 
stead being now owned by Jacob 
Otto. It passed out of that family 
forty flye years ago. Yeast from all 
I can gather of him was a quiet, or- 
derly and well disposed citizen, with 
no traces of bad deeds whatever. 
He died nearly sixty years ago, hav- 
ing first disposed of all his estate, and 
thus avoided any will, or adminis- 
tration, leaving six sons and several 
daughters. William, the oldest, was 
ofa rather weak nature and quiet 
disposition. He was never married, 
and passed away many years Ugo, | 
and now nearly forgotten. Michael, 
another bachelor brother, liyed toa 
good old age and died about fifteen 
years ago.

How to Get Rid of Rats. 


The plague which rats are in many 
places renders justifiable almost any 
means of getting rid ofthem. A cor- 
respondent who has had practical ex- 
perience, writes to a contemporary 
stating that caustic soda is the best 
and speediest means of getting rid of 
them. ‘Cream caustic sod: 1, seventy 
degrees in strength, costs,’’ he says, 
“nine pounds per ton, but it can be 
purchased in tin kegs from any dry- 
salter at about ten shillings per hun- 
dredweight. It is in a solid state, 
and can be easily broken up in small 
pieces large enough to push into a 
rat-hole, I proceed to use it thus: 
Melt some in an iron or stoneware 
vessel, and pour it into the holes, so 
that the ground around may be satu- 
rated with it; then jam one or two 
pieces into the holes, so that the rats 
may not undermine and scratch them 
away. When the rats come to the 
mouth of the hole and smell the soda, 
they will begin to scratch under to 
remc ve it; but the fluid soda has wet 
the soil or stones around, and their 
feet will get blistered, and they can- 
not remoye the solid pieces. &xpos-

Robinson Crusoe’s Is)and. 

(Correspondent Rochester Democrat. } 

The sun was bathing the beautiful 
island with a flood of golden light as 
we neared its picturesque harbor. 
In little boats we went ashore and 
landed in the primitive manner of 
running the boat aground and pull- 
ing it up on shore. It is difficult to 
realize that we were indeed on this 
historical, mysterious island that 
imagination had pictured from chitd- 
hood’s early hours in so many fanci- 
ful forms. The books tell you thatit 
was on this lovely island that, in 1794, 
the celebrated English navigator, 
Dampier, landed his coxswain, Alex- 
ander Selkirk, with whom he had 
quarreled, and left him alone on this 
uninhabited spot with a small quan- 
tity of provisions and tools. Here 
he lived four years till he was picked 
up by a passing ship and brought baek 
to Europe. It was from the notes he 
made during his solitary residence 
that Daniel Defoe composed his in- 
comparable work of **Robinson Cru- 
soe.’ Probable no book ever held 
the childish interest with greater tas- 
cinantion than that which describes 
his wanderings on that mysterious 
and enchanted island. That which 
has always seemed but a dreamy ro- 
mance was now before yoa. The 
scenes where all the wild and wond- 
rous experiences were described are 
just at hand, and you wonder on, as it 
were, but just aroused from a fanci- 
ful dream. Perhaps it was on this 
sandy beach along which you wan- 
der that Crusoe first diecoyered the 
footprints of his good man Friday. 


The island is about seven Spanish 
leagues in circumference, or a trifle 
over twenty English miles. It be- 
longs to Chili, and for a number of 
years the Goyernment used it as a 
place for transporting conyicts, till 
one night all the prisoners arose in 
their power, killed their keepers, 
and taking the only boat on the 
island sailed away and neyer were 
heard of more. Of late years the 
Government has leased the island to 
one man, who pays something like 
$2,000 a year for its use. This man 
has a small colony of workmen, 
whom he employs in cutting tim- 
ber, drying fish and goat skins and 
sending them eyery few months in 
large quantities to the markets in 
Valparaiso. They are to be found 
in the waters about the island lob- 
sters of a peculiar kind and enor- 
mous in size. Some of these meas- 
ure from two to four feet in length, 
Eyery variety of fish in the greatest 
abundance seem to swarm about this 
lone island. It is a great resort for 
whalers, who put in here for a few 
days to supply themselves with fresh 
water and fish, poultry and game, 
obtain at marvelously 
low prices from the sovereign ruler 
of the island, 
lone, lorn goats were brought to the 
island, and their families and chil- 
dren haye increased so rapidly that 
to-day thousands and tens of thous- 
ands of these are now to be found in 
every part of the island. Learge num- 
bers of them are shot each year, and 
their dried skins sold in Valparaiso 
are a source of large income to the 
lessee of the island. 

It was necessary to live on board 
the ship, but each day there were 
excursions to distant parts, where 
new beauties, new surprises and new 
wonders revealed themselyes. The 
whole island is fertile, with wooded 
hills and valleys, wherein are springs 
of pure and living water. One day, 
I remember well, when the sun had 
all its dampers open and was pouring 
out a furious heat, so intense that our 
collars had lost all their dignity, and 
the ladies’ bangs looked as straight 
as an Indian maiden’s tawny locks, 
we came within a wooded glen, 
where suddenly a spring of living 
water burst from out of the mossy 
rocks. It was pure, clear asa crystal 
and of icy coldness. I think I never 
knew water of so fine a brand, It 
was more refreshing than the choicest 
wine. There are no roads, no paths, 
but you pick your way along by na- 
ture’s courses. Now you turn sharply 
and you find yourself within a deep 
glen, where it would be no surprise 


to see nymph or giant issue forth. 
Here a stately tree filled with ripen- 
ing fruit spreads its broad branches 
over the smaller trees, and close be- 
neath it ferns of wonderful beauty 
spring up; for where the land is 
musicial with running streams, and 
great trees fling their shadows and 
hang darkly over brooks whose spark- 
ling waters give birth to soft vapors, 
these ferns loye to spring forth, per- 
chance to doubly reflect their beauty 
in some mirroring pool. It was a 
pretty spot, which sets you thinking 
of Childe Harold’s temple on the 
banks of Clitinus—‘‘a mirror and a 
bath for beauty’s youngest daugh- 
ter.

The Origin of Wheat.

out nature, no two plants or grains 
ure exactly alike in productive pow- 
er, and hence that of any two or 
greater number of grains or plants 
one is always superior to all the 
others, although the superiority can 
only be ascertained by actual field 
tests. It may consist in seyeral par- 
ticular characteristics, as power to 
withstand frost ; prolificeness ; size and 
character of ear; size, form, quality 
and weight of grain ; length and stiff- 
ness of straw; powers of tillering ; 
rapidity of growth ; and many others.

**Do you see that yessel just turn- 
ing the curve in the river?” asked an

“Do you see the schooner in the 
draw of the bridge and the other ap- 
proaching it ?”’ 

“I do; both have bark also,” 

* Well, that’s the way you see it 
here day after day.” 

“What do they want with so much 
of it? Do they burn it or use it in 
tanneries ?”’ 

“There is the interesting point. 
The stuff won’t burn worth a cent. 
It is hemlock bark. It is sometimes 
used in the tanneries, but you can’t 
imagine that all that comes up the 
river is used in making leather. The 
tan yards would hardly hold it in 
stacks.”’ 

“Then what becomes of it ?”’ 

‘It is used as an adulteration for 
beer. Large quantities of it are 
ground up and shipped to other 
points. Chicago brewers ean afford 
to make pure beer, and 1 guess they 
do it, but this bark is fixed up here 
and sent to other places. IL suppose 
you know that brewers do not now 
report the ingredients of which their 
beer is made, as they once did. The 
courts have decided that they are not 
compelled to do so, I haye made 
some casual inquiries and I learn 
that tan bark and soda are the prin- 
cipal substances used. <A little rice 
malt gives it body and makes it hold 
the foam. Hemlock bark is a new 
discovery in this respect and 18 use- 
ful to a certain extent, of both walt 
aud hops. It is not poisonous, but it 
certainly cannot be said to contain 
any nutriment. It adds the pungent 
bitter taste and giyes the dark red- 
dish color to the liquid. It is very 
cheap and the brewers who use it 
must grow rich yery fast.”’

the memorable first battle of the war, 
which was fought at Phillippi, West 
Virginia, on the morning of June 3, 
1861, General Kelly was wounded 
by an ounce ball, which, evidently, 
| hud been fired from an old flint-lock 
musket, with which most of the Con- 
fenerates were armed, and was not 
shot by one of his own men, as has 
been erroneously stated. The follow- 
ing incident was related to me to day 
by General Kelly (who is ‘now. sta- 
tioned in Cumberland as a special 
pension agent), known to but few 
persons outside of that portion of the 
army commanded by General Kelly, 
| which will be read with some inter- 
est in this locality, where the Gener- 
al is so well known and where he 
was married, in 1865, the same year 
in which he was captured, along with 
| General George Crook, the famous 
Indian fighter. 

During the summer of 1861 a man 





by the name of Rolf owned and works 


ed a ferry across the Potomac river 
It wascharg- 
ed that Rolf was in the daily habit of 
conveying across the riyer slayes who

Full ears cannot be expect- 
ed. An acre of wheat contains about 
800,000 heads. It is safe to say that, 
on account of tillering, these are pro- 
duced by 300,000 plants. Consequent- 
ly only one fifth of the grains sown 
produce mature plants; these plants 
produce less than one-fifth of the 
proper number of stems by tillering, 
and these produce imperfect heads. 
This is almost entirely caused by 
crowding. Two quarts of seed sown 
an acre haye produced fifty bushels 
of wheat. Where all the conditions 
are fayorable, the American farmer 
should not sow more than halt a 
bushel per acre. But agricultural re-

tine, the French historian, calls So- 
bieski the shield of Europe. He was 
the shield of Christianity as well; and 
indeed, in eyery charch in Europe he 


was at one time praised as the **Buck- | 


ler of Christ.’’ 


The hero whose deeds are now be- 
ing sung, recited and honored on the 
broad Prater of Vienna, was born in 
1624, in the Carpathian Mountains, 
and belonged to a singularly heroic 
family. Eariy on the morning of'the 
14th of July, 1683, the Tartar van- 
guard of Kara Mustapha’s army of 
invasion appeared before the walls of 
Vienna, and at once commenced op- 
erations by masgacring 3,500 people, 
who, led by a beautiful girl, crowned 
with flowers, had come forth to sur- 
render under a promise of safety. 
For seyenty days the city was be- 
sieged by 700,000 Turks and Tartars 
and its churches and houses were in 
ashes, while the inhabitanis were 
dying from wounds, disease and star- 
vation. Meanwhile the rest of Eu- 
rope seemed to be paralyzed at the 
Mahomedan invasion, and did not 
move to help to raise the terrible 
siege. At last John Sobieki raised a 
small army in Poland, and on the 
llth of September he appeared in 
rear of the foe to Christendom, The 
Turks disdained his small force, but 
early the next morning he attacked 


them with so much fury and audacity, | 


cheered onward by cries of ‘‘for God 
and Poland” that the Turkishh host 
fled in confusion, and Vienna, Europe 


and Christianity were saved. All the} 


men Sobieski had with him number- 
ed only 60,000. 

Sobieski died on the 17th of June, 
1696. As this bi-centennial anniyer- 
sary in Vienna attests, his mem- 
ory has ever since been venerated 
throughout Austria and Poland. The 
latter justly regards him as the most 
distinguished king she ever had, and 
her sons, scattered all oyer the world 
still keep his memory green in their 
hearts, as the festivities recently held 
in Philadelphia, New York and 
throughout America amply testified.

The “Irish potato” was unknown to 
the inhabitants of the Eastern Conti 
nent till after the discovery of Amer-

ences to it by the historians of these 
times are quite meagre and some- 
what contradictory. A eareful colla- 
tion and sifting of the various refer- 
ences to the subject seem to justify 
the following statement: 

The first reference we find to the 
potato in connection with European 
history is related to the first voyage 
of Columbus. When on the Island 
of Cuba, some of his men yisited the 
interior of that island, and there dis- 
covered maize and a root that was 
used for food, and which was doubt- 
less the potato. On visiting the Con- 
tinent of South America, European 
adyenturers and travelers found the 
potato growing both in the forests 
and in cultivation. The wild potato 
was found growing in the Andean 
forests from New Grenada on the 
north to Buenos Avres on the South. 
It is now known to be abundant as 
far north as New Mexico in the Uni- 
ted States, where it is a common and 
important article of diet with the In- 
It seems, there- 


pu ato is all along the Andes and the 
table land bordering the Pacific, and 
extending as far north as New Mex- 
1c0, 

The first European explorers in 
America found it not only growing 
wild, but also in cultivation as an 
articleof food. How long it has been 
in use it would be difficult to say, but 
it was then vastly improved from 
the bitter and unpalatable wild yarie- 
ties. 

The precise time of its introduction 
into Europe is not certain. It was 
cultivated in Spain as early as 1550, 
and from thence spread to other na- 
tions adjoining. As communication 
between Europe and America in- 
creased it was doubtless introduced 
at yarious times. 

The tradition which has long been 
current of its introduction into Eng- 
land from Virginia by Sir Walter 
Raleigh seems not to be sustained by 
the facts. The potato is not indigen- 
ous to Virginia, nor is there any evi- 
dence that it was in cultiyation there 
at that time.

‘The southern portion of the em- 
pire, bul particularly the deltas of the 
Hoang-Kiang and Me-Kong, is remark- 
ably fertile, producing large crops of 
rice, sugar, spices and a variety of 
tropical fruits.

recent explorers that 
Cong-King is very rich in metals, in 
cluding gold, silver and iron; but the 
natives will give no information to 
strangers concerning them rhe cli- 
mate, though in parts of the 
sountry reasonably tht 
whole, unhealthy for Europeans; and 
experience in the French colony has 
proved that they cannot be acclimated. 
‘Me most fatal disease for them is dys- 
entery, and very few children of Euro 
pean parents survive three months after 
birth.

The natives are 
seemingly a link—and a very ugly one

In all the departments the failure to 
pay debts is regarded as justifying in- 
terference on the part of appointing 
oflicers, and this gives the brokers a 
lever which they soon become expert 
in using. 

There is a regular clientage of these 
impecunious clerks, who are chronic 
borrowers. Formerly the brokers kept 
a black list for mutual protection, but 
of late a less fraternal policy has pre- 
vailed, and new firms are left to find 
out the dead beats by costly experience. 
There are many setbacks, even when 
the lenders are shrewd and careful. 
Borrowers get deeper and deeper into 
the mire, lose their positions, and dis- 
appear. But in spite of their oceasion- 
al losses, most of the sharpers get rich. 
Few women borrow money. 
When they do they usually get the en- 
dorsement of men. Very often the lat 
ter have to pay the note. This phase 
of the subject illustrates an unpleasant 
feature in department life, but fortu- 
nately one that is much exaggerated. 
The colored employes are great bor- 
rowers, and pay enormously high rates. 
They are said to be better pay, how- 
ever, than white people. Two or three 
firms of colored brokers have 
quite rich in this business among their 
own race,— Washington Cor.

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Sweet Potatoes for Winter Use. 


Few crops are more easily injured by 
frost than sweet potatoes, hence it is 
important to harvest these tubers before 
the weather is cold enough tofreeze the 
ground. On the other hand care must 
be exercised not to dig sweet potatoes 
until they are ripe;, for the ijamature 
tubers will not keep fong. 

Farmers differ somewhat in their 
opinions as to the right time for lifting 
Sweet potatoes from the soil. A co 
mon practice is to wait until frost 
destroyed the vines, but some objec 
this on the plea that the tubers are lial 
to come with frosted ends The 
latter class harvest their potatoes as 
they have attained mature

Almost every section of country has 
its own special mode of storing swee 
potatoes, but the same general prin- 
ciples govern them all.

At the South a practice 
commonly followed is hilling the pota 
toes in a dry place and protecting the 
hills by thatching with boards and 
straw.

Ascending this branch in a 
sutheasterly direction for two days, 
struck the stream, which 
sto bea river fully three-quar- 
rs of a mile in width, haying no- 
where less than two and one-half 
fathoms of water, deepening at times 
to seven fathoms. Ile ascended the 
distance of fifty miles from 
its mouth, The banks were generally 
steep, and thickly covered with birch, 
ilder and spruce, some of the trees 
attaining a height of forty feet, with 
twelve inches diameter at the base, 
Back from the river banks the under- 
growth formed an impassable jungle, 
particularly where the banks were 
low. The current was strong, at the 
bend reaching the rate of two knots 
per hour. The natiyes reported that 
the river held its depth of not less 
than two fathoms and its width of 
half a mile for not less than three 
hundred miles beyond where Mr. 
Storey turned back. It was further 
stated by the natives that by making 
asmall portage near the head of this 
| river they could reach another stream 
flowing northward into the Polar sea, 
Mr. Storey haying goneas far as time 
| permitted, retraced his steps to the 
; mouth of the main stream, which, 
with two other branches, form the 
delta on the north side of Hotham 
Inlet. Eyerywhere the natives were 
kind, harmless and hospitable, many 
of them eyidently having never seen 
a white man before. The heat was

There is always a temptation to say 
that an unusual thing which we see in 
a picture is not natural; but when we 
think about it, and observe Nature 
that purpose, we find that scarcely any- 
thing could be too strange to be true; 
and this is all the more noticeable 
when, as in the pictures of Rembrandt, 
the great effects are those of light and 
shade. If you want to prove to your- 
self how wonderful these effects are, 
landscape which has a 
variety of objects in it, and study its 
aspects on adull, cloudy day. With no 
sun and no shadow, how little interest 
it has. Go to the same spot on a 
bright day, and see how the sun will 
make the clump of trees stand out, and

Our public schools were instituted to | 


train up, not mere scholars, but good 
citizens, pure women and true 
Our Pilgrim Fathers, building, not in 
the gray twilight of dawning experi- 
ence, but with the beams of all the 
centuries pouring upon them, laid deep 
in religion and morality the founda- 
tions of the American school system. 
In one of the old Massachusetts laws, 
and it has the ring of sound educational 
doctrine, they declared “It shall be 
the duty of all public instructors of 
youth to impress on the minds of pupils 
committed to their care the principles 
of piety and justice and a sacred regard 
for truth, love of their country, hu- 
manity and universal benevolence 
briety, industry and frugality, chastity, 
moderation and Temperance, and those 
other virtues which are the ornament 
of society, and the basis upon which a 
republican government is founded.” 

To give a healthy development to 
mind and body, a right purpose in life 
and sound morality, these are the 
jects of our common schools. If we 
train the intellect only, chemistry and 
penmanship will be as likely to become 
the tools of the forger and the dyna- 
mite plotter as to become the support of 
law-abiding citizens. 

When our institutions of learning are 
contined to imparting certain branches 
of knowledge the State will at 
once to have the right of levying pro 
rata taxes for their support. ‘ 

Since these things are so, it 
logically, that it is our right, it 
is our duty, to teach the bene- 
fits of ‘Temperance and the evils and sin 
of intemperance. This may be done di- 
rectly by recitations from special text- 
books, charts, black-board exercises and 
object lessons; or incidentally by means 
papers, simple experiments and 
familiar talks. All that is necessary is 
that the work be thorough and the facts 
firmly impressed on the minds of the 
pupils. In regard to text-books, speak- 
ing from my own experience, I would 
recommend Colman’s ‘Catechism on 
Alcohol” for primary classes, ** Aleohol 
and Hygiene’ for higher grades, 
Dr. Richardson's ‘Temperance Lesson 
Book’? for those still farther advanced 

We should impress the facts that alco 
hol is a poison, and enfeebles, disar 
ranges and destroys bodily fun 
tion, and does the partaker no good in 
return; that every dollar spent for it is 
wasted: that itis the chef cause of 
poverty and crime; that it robs men of 
energy, ambition, honor—every thing 
dear and valuable, and prevents them 
from rising in the world to places of 
wealth, trust and distinction

Drunkenness No Excuse for Crime, 


Judging from verdicts of the 


the decisions of courts and the testi 
mony of ‘society,’ would infer 
that « man who puts an enemy into his 
mouth which away his brains 
and then commits a crime is more ex- 
cusable than he who, in the sudden im- 
pulse of passion, lifts his hand and 
deals injuries to the man who has in- 
sulted him. The latter has been mas- 
tered by his surprise, and his repent- 
ance is as sudden as his crime. The 
former has been coolly going onward, 
perhaps for years, repeating daily the 
sin of which he has ceased to repent, 
and putting himself in such a condi 
tion of body and mind to be ready 
on the slightest provocation to break 
the laws of the land and injure his fel- 
The common law of England, 
which has become the law of this coun- 
try, has always held that drunkenness 
is an artificial, voluntarily contracted 
madness which, depriving men of their 
reason, puts them in a temporary 
frenzy and is an aggravation of the of- 
fense rather than an excuse for any 
criminal misbehavior. ‘* A drunkard,” 
says Sir Edward Coke, ** who is volun- 
| tarius damon hath no privilege there-

|his drunkenness doth aggravate it.’ 
A law of Pittacus in Greece enacted 
i that he who committed a crime when 
drunk should receive a double punish- 
ment, one for the crime itself and the 
| other for the inebriety which prompted 
him to commit it. The earlier statutes 
of Massachusetts regarded the first ex- 
of an inebriate criminal and 
punished it as a crime, but our present 
laws only allow a fine for the first of 
fense and a fine or imprisonment for 
the second. Our Judges, taking their 
tone from this moderation, are very apt 
to ‘let eff"? persons who have com 
mitted another offense against the law 
with a mild punishment when the ex- 
cuse of intoxication is offered. 

A case in point occurred in Pittsfield 
recently, where Justice Gamwell let a 
young man off with a fine and costs who 
had ‘taken enough liquor to make him 
mean and ugly,’ and in that condition 
kicked a pail of berries out of an old 
man's hand and put his finger out of 
joint, on the young ruflian’s pleading 
that he would not have done it had he 
Under the common 
law and the statutes of this and other 
States this violent depriving a man of 
the use of one of his fingers is a crime 
called mayhem, and punishable by im 
prisonment or by a fine and imprison- 
ment; and a Judge who listens to such 
an excuse as intoxication for grave 
an offence degrades the majesty of the 
law and brings his own office and him- 
self into disrespect. Nearly every day 
we read of, if we do not witness, some 
brute who, for the sake of a per- 
sonal gratification, himself into 
such a condition becomes the 
“voluntary demon’? of Lord Coke 

that he has to vent his 
passions on all about him, beats 
his wife and children almost, if not 
quite, to death, and if they are only 
maimed he is “let off?’ with a fine, or if 
they are killed, the chances are about 
equal that a maudlin jury will either ac 
quit him or find him guilty with a ree 
ommendation to merey! Beyond all 
controversy, drunkenness is only re 
garded aright when it is considered and 
treated as a crime. ‘As a vicious and 
inexcusable selfishness, hateful to man, 
abhorred of God, destructive of virtue 
and ruinous to happiness, it has within 
itself all the sin and misery and infaniy 
of a crime,’ and should treated 
by Judges, juries and the community; 
and not until then will it cease to be so 
common, and its baneful influence so 
extensive It wonder!ul that 
communities are stirred totheir founda 
tions, and wholesale enacted 
against the manufacture and sale of in 
toxicating liquors when even in such a 
State as Massachnsetts religion, philan 
thropy and all the best interests 
at detiance by the passions of those who 
drink, and the interest of 
supply, and the cowardice 
petency of these who execute the 
ingfield ( Mass.)

Sir: ‘By act of Congress, approved 
July 5, 1882, all army officers are re- 
| tired on reaching the age of 64 years, 
ifliving. I will attain that age the 
8th of February, 1884, but as that 
period of the year is not suited to the 
changes necessary on my retirement 
| I have long contemplated anticipat- 
ing the event by some months to ena- 
ble the President to make these chan- 
ges at a more convenient season of 
the year, and also to enable my suc- 
cessor to be in office before the as- 
sembling of the next Congress. I 
therefore request authority to turn | 
over the command of the army to 
Lieutenant-General Sheridan on the 
Ist of November, 1883, and that I be} 
ordered to my home at St. Louis, 
there to await the date of my legal | 
retirement ; and inasmuch as I will | 
have for along time much correspon- ! 
dence about war and official matters, | 
I also ask the favor to have with me | 
for a time two personal aids-de-camp, | 
Colonels John E. Tourtelotte and 
John M. Bacon. Others of my per- | 
sonal staff, yiz: Colonels O. M. Poe 
and J. C. Tiedball. haye already been | 
assigned appropriate duties in their 
own branches of the military service. 
All should retain their rank and pay 
as aids-de-camp until February 8, 
1884. By or before the Ist of Novem- | 
ber, | can complete all the official re- | 
ports, and I believe I can surrender 
the army to my successor in good 
shape and condition, well provided 
in all respects and distributed tor the | 
best interests of the country. 

Iam gratetul. My physical and 
mental strength remains unimpaired 
by years, and [am thankful for the | 
liberal provision made by Congress 
for my declining years, which will 
enable me to respond promptly to 
any call the President may make for 
my military seryice or judgment as 
longas I liye.

An Accountof the Origin of the Festival. 

It was inthe autumn of 16: The 
little village of Plymouth, in its life of 
three years, had grown from its origi- 
nal number of one hundred and two per- 
sons. who were divided into nineteeen 
families for the better distribution of 
building lots, to that of one hundred 
and eia! inhabitants, who were now 
living in thirty cabins 

On a high hill could be seen the fort,

Salt on Wheat. 

While on some soils salt produces 
no apparent results, on others it is ol 
marked benefit. Its utility can only 
be learned by experiment. It often 
has an indirect action, in enabling 
the plant to take up silica and 
strengthen the straw. Its effect in 
preventing the growth of those min- 
ute fungi which cause rust and smut 
is sometimes beneficial. After cold 
weather has put a stop to the growth 
of the plants, salt sown at the rate of 
five or six bushels to the ncre often 
increases the health of the plant and 
improves the appearance of the grain.

John Smith, colored, was hanged 
at Oakland Friday of last week 
the murder of J iah Hard 
Elkins, May 15, last.

A 
relative of this man had not a dollar 
when he reached these and his 
cattle alone to-day would sell for more 
than $100,000. A Georgia farmer died 
afew days ago leaving $700,000, all 
made by farming. His last year’s crop 
of cotton was 600 bales, worth 830,000.

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Ancient Maryland Documents. 
At the last session of the Legisla- | 
ture an Act was passed making the} 
Maryland Historical Society the cus- 
todian of all records, archives and 
other documents of the proyince and 
State of Maryland, prior to the ac- 
knowledgment of the independence 
of the United States by Great Britian. 
It was provided that the society 
should arrange acd catalogue the 
same, and publish such as are of his- 
torical importance. An appropria- 
tion was also made of two thousand | 
dollars to aid in the work of proper- 
ly arranging, editing and publishing 
such documents. In accordance with 
the requirements of this act the So- 
ciety caused to be constructed a first 
elass fire proof vault, into which the 
ancient documents thus secured were | 
placed. The arrangment was made | 
under the direction of a committee | 
consisting of J. W. M. Lee, Henry | 
Stockbridge and Bradley T, Johnson. 
This committee secured the services 
of Wm. H. Browne, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, as Editor. The re- 
sult of their labors has been the prep- 
aration and printing of a quarto yol- 
ume of more than six hundred pages, 
containing an accurate transcript of 
the laws passed in the Proyince up 
to 1670, except those of 1634-5 and 
1637-8, six acts of 1647-8, and those of | 
1659-60, These are carefully edited | 
with proper marginal and other notes 
and suitable index. At the presen- 
tation of this volume, a few evenings 
since, to the Historical Society by 
the committee, President Gilman 
said: 

‘The very foundations of Maryland 
history are henceforth accessible to 
every citizen. The magistrate, the 
statesman, the historian, the teacher 
may learn more in a day’s examina- 
tion of this volume than he could 
otherwise by months of investiga- 
tion,” 

This first volume of the early Mary- 
land records will, we presume, be of- 
fered to the public, at cost price, and 
there will be induce the Legislature 
to still further encourage the Society 
in its gratuitous labors to preserve 
the annals of Maryland. 


The Political Future. 


The general effect of the recent 
elections has been a subject of con- 
gratulation to Republicans. The 
apathy, which for a while seemed to 
rest upon them, has been driven 
away in the States that are of para- 
mount Importance in a national con- 
test, The tidal wave of dissatisfac- 
tion has exhausted itself.

The skies are 
brightening, the clouds are disap- 
pearing under the vigorous rays o 
truth, All thatis needed is a rally, 
ing of the clans to the old standard 
and a careful study of the whole field 
in the selection of leaders. Victory 
ought to be ours in 1884, and if we} 
lose it the blame can only rest upon 
ourselyes.— Frederick Examiner.
